THE EDAVAGAI RIGHTS ACQUISITION (AMENDMENT) 

BILL, 1984 


- BILL 


to amend the Edavágai Rights Acquisition , Act 1955. 

Preamble:-WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Edavagai Rights 
Acquisition Act , 1955 , for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty - fifth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the 
Edavagai Rights Acquisition ( Amendment) Act, 1984 . 
(2) 

It shall come into force at once. 
2 : Amendment of section 6.— In section 6 of the Edavagai Rights Acquisi 
tion Act, 1955 (XXVII of 1955 ), 

(i) in clause (a ) of sub - section (2 ), for the words " at the rate of four 
per cent per annum " , the words " at the rate of interest applicable from 
time to time to fixed deposits for a period of not less than five years in the 
Treasury, Savings Bank ” shall be substituted ; 

(ii ) in clause (a ) of sub -section (3), for the words " at the rate of four 
per cent per annum " , the words " at the rate of interest applicable from time 
to time to fixed deposits for a period of not less than five years in the Treasurya 
Savings Bank ” shall be substituted ; 

(iii ) in clause (a ) of sub-section (4 ), in the second sentence, for the 
words " at the rate of four per cent per annum ” , the words " at the rate of 
interest applicable from time to time to fixed deposits for a period of not 
less than five years in the Treasury Savings Bank ” shall be substituted . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
According to section 6 of the Edavagai Rights Acquisition Act, 1955.a 
total amount of Rs. 2,43,866.56 shall be held in trust by the Government on 
behalf of the Devaswomsspecified in the said section which were under the 
management of the Edavagais of Kilimanoor, Poonjar and Vanjipuzha , 
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with the obligation to pay interest thereon at the rate of four per cent per 
annum for the maintenance and upkeep of those Devaswoms. Due to increase. 
in the cost of maintenance and upkeep of the Devaswoms, it has become 
difficult for the Devaswoms to meet the day-to -day expenses from the interest 
due to them . It is therefore proposed to enhance the interest payable on the 
amount held in trust by the Government on bchalf of the Devaswoms from 
four per cent to the rate of interest for deposits in the Treasury Savings Bank 
for a period of five years or more. 

2. The Bill seeks to achieve the above object. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to provide for payment of interest at the rate 
of interest applicable from time to time to fixed deposits for a period of five 
years or above in the Treasury Savings Bank for an amount of Rs. 2,43,866.56 
retained by the Government on behalf of the Devaswoms of the Edavagais 
of Kilimanoor, Poonjar and Vanjipuzha . The present rate of interest pro 
vided in the Act is four per cent. At present, the rate of interest or Treasury 
fixed deposits for a period of five years or above is clever percent. If the 
enhanced rate of cleven per cent is made applicable to the amount specified 
above the financial commitment will come to Rs. 26,825 per year and the 
additional commitment per year over and above what is paid now will be 
Rs. 17,070 .

employees employed in Tea , Rubber, Coffee and Cardamom Plantation 
in the State, as specified in the Schedule below are hereby published for th 
information of all persons likely to be affected thereby as required by claus 
(b ) of sub -section (1) of section 5 of the said Act;

The rates should be such that after deduc 
ting 10 per cent from the revised Standard output the remaining quantity 
will give the worker an amount equal to the difference between the minimum 
wages and the guaranteed time-rates of a worker . A plucker shall be en 
titled to receive this rate for the leaves plucked on every day of that month 
up to the revised standard daily output for that month .

(d ) Adjustment of piece-rates : 

When the tapping average in any month falls below the standard out 
put for the particular class of Rubber concerned , the actual average should 
be taken as the standard for the month and tappers should be paid for the 
Rubber collected on each day of that month upto the new standard output 
at a revised piece rate. This rate shall be such that after deducting ten 
per cent from the new standard output, the balance of the quantity will give 
an amount equal to the difference between the basic wages and the guaran 
teed timc-rate . 


(e) The over-kilo rate for latex for classes I, II & III will be eighty 
five paise per kilogram and that for Class IV will be Rupee one per kilogram . 
3. The over kilo rate for scrap will continue as at present. 
4 . For the purpose of computation of annual yield , the yield obtained from 

normal tapping of 6 days per week will alone be taken into account. 
5 . For the purpose of classification of field one hundred yielding trees will 

be reckoned as one acre .

Dearness Allowance : 


The basic wage mentioned above are equated to 100 points of the new 
Consumer Price Index Number (Base : 1970-100) published for Ernakulam 
Centre. The workers shall be eligible for Dearness Allowance for the increase 
in the average Consumer Price Index Number of the Ernakulam Centre for 
the previous three months above 100 points . The rate of Dearness Allowance 
shall be as follows : 


Adults : (a ) For employment in Rubber Plantations-- 4.5 paise per 

point per day . 
(b ) For employment in Tea , Coffee and Cardamom Plantations 

4 Ps. per point per day . 
Adolescents and Children 3.38 ps. per point per day . 

The Supervisors and Special Categories of employees will be paid Dear 
ness Allowance at the rate of Rs. 1.35 per point per mensem for the 
increase over 100 points in the Consumer Price Index Number published for 
the Ernakulam Centre (Base : 1970-100). 

The above Dearness Allowance is subject to adjustment on 1st January , 
1st April, 1st July and 1st October every year on the basis of the average 
Consumer Price Index Number published for Ernakulam Centre for the 
previous three months, beginning from 1st July, 1st October, 1st January and 
1st April respectively . 


Pull employment : 

The minimum rates of wages notified above are based on the assump 
tion that employers in Tea and Rubber Plantations will provide work for 
their workers throughout the year failing which the workers will be given 
their minimum wages for the days on which they are involuntarily unemployed . 
But the obligation of the employer is only to offer some kind of work connected 
with the Plantations and a worker who refuses to accept that work will auto 
matically forfeit his claim to the wages also .

Government have decided to revise the existing minimum wages to 
the employees in Tea , Rubber , Coffee and Cardamom Plantations in the 
State , by notification method as contemplated under Section 5 (1) (b) of 
the Minimum Wages Act, 1948. Hence the Notification .
